12 Lyme disease is diagnosed 
only by a blood test. jij 


An accurate and timely diagnosis of Lyme disease involves evaluation of current clinical symptoms and 
a history of exposure to ticks. Blood tests measure antibodies to the Lyme bacteria which don't usually 
appear until about 30 days after infection has begun. The appropriate antibiotics should be started as soon

In 2020, I had the opportunity to 
interview Dr. Harvey Manes on my 
podcast, also entitled “A Passion 
for Giving,’ where we discussed 
his work with the Nassau County 
Museum of Art (you can listen to 
it on the ALINE Wealth website or 
Apple Podcasts.) When Harvey 
reached out to let me know 
about his upcoming honor at the 
Hamptons Fine Art Fair (HFA) I 
thought it fitting to sit down with 
him again to explore his passion 
for philanthropy, art collection 
and what motivates him to share 
his knowledge and resources for 
the next generation. Joining us 
is Rick Friedman also a collector, 
philanthropist and entrepreneur, 
and the HFAF Executive Director 
who created the region's first fine 
art fair, ArtHamptons, 15 years ago 
which ran for nearly a decade. 


The HFAE, which runs September 
2-5, serves as a joint fundraiser with 
the Southampton Arts Center (SAC) 
and is a celebration of the East End 
as the fertile, creative birthplace 
of some of the most significant 
American art. The SAC, located 
at the former Parrish Art Museum, 
will be converted to a high-end art 
-fair inside the museum building, 
as well as within two secure and 
climate-controlled pavilions and a 
VIP lounge in the sculpture garden. 
Here, 40 select art galleries will 
feature work available to collectors 
from around the world ranging in 
price from $10,000-$1M+. 


When asked why Harvey was 


selected to be recognized as the 
2021 Collector of The Year, Rick 
stated “I’ve been to his house and 
I’ve seen all these tremendous works 
he has. Harvey buys regularly and 
he’s. very generous with all of his 


donations and loans. It’s impressive, 


“said Rick. “A lot of people are very 
guarded with what they buy. The 
fact that he’s so open to sharing his 
collections makes him the patron 
saint of collecting so he can inspire 
other people to collect. He can be 
a paragon that they can look up to; 
stated Rick. Harvey's generosity 
extends beyond direct philanthropy, 
as he believes it’s important to 
connect other donors to the right 
institutions. “One donor should 
bring in others, that’s how things 
evolve and grow, said Harvey. 


Harvey is a respected Orthopedic 
surgeon, attorney, art collector, 
art patron, philanthropist, 
teacher, founder of the Manes 
Art Foundation and the Manes- 
American Peace Prize Foundation, 
part-time sculptor as well as an 
author whose books include 
subjects such as collecting art, the 
Nobel Peace Prize and health, who, 
in the late 1970's, began what is 
now an impressive art collection of 
over 150 museum level pieces and 
growing. With lots of wall space 
across residences in Westhampton 
Beach, NYC and Plainview, he has 
the ability to keep collecting as 
well as sharing his collections with 
the public via his board position 
and donor status with the Nassau 
County Museum of Art located in 
Roslyn, NY. Harvey explained that 
“the Manes Art Foundation is a 
lending foundation that lends art 
to different institutions, museums 
and libraries that would like to have 
art shown at their facilities.” 


Taking inspiration from the Nobel 
Peace Prize, Harvey established 
the Manes-American Peace Prize 
Foundation in 2012 to recognize 
an American individual who works 
to contribute to the promotion of 
peace between nations, races, 
religions and people in general. 
Organizations are also recognized 
that contribute to “good will” in 


the areas of health, education, art 
and welfare by fighting poverty and 
helping the underserved rise to their 
own potential. A recent recipient 
of the Manes-American Peace Prize 
Foundation was the Nassau County 
Museum of Art which was awarded 
$1M to create the 


The Manes Art & Education Center 
which provides a learning space 
committed to engaging members 
of the community in visual art 
experiences by providing a gateway 
to the creative process. 


Harvey quoted Pablo Picasso “art 
wipes away from the soul the dust of 
everyday life” He continued “I love 
when people see paintings that I own 
or that I don’t own when they come 
to museums, because you get away 
from the division in society and it’s 
all one, it’s all universal. It brings a 
sense of peace, thoughtfulness and 
connectivity to people when you 
look at art,’ he said.

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Accused DWI 
Hit-and-run

A Suffolk County grand jury has indicted 
a woman on more than three dozen criminal 
charges for allegedly fleeing two crashes last 
month while driving drunk in a school bus 
with 10 children aboard on the way to a Bait- 
ing Hollow summer camp. 

Diane Juergens was charged August 3 at 
Suffolk County court with 38 counts includ- 
ing felony driving while intoxicated, misde- 
meanor endangering the welfare of a child 
and leaving the scene of an accident as a traf- 
fic infraction.

Riverhead Town Police have said the 
61-year-old Ridge woman was driving a bus 
with campers and counselors from the Bait- 
ing Hollow Scout Camp when she fled the 
scene of two crashes at 4:37 p.m.

There were no reported injuries. 

The kids reportedly ranged in age from 6 
to 10 and Juergens is slated to be terminated 
from ist Student Bus Company of Hicksville.

Southampton Village PD Chief Getting © 
$774K Retirement Payout

The Village of Southampton police chief is slated 
to get a three-quarter of a million dollar payout upon 
his retirement next month following a lengthy heated 
public dispute with the mayor. 

Chief Thomas Cummings’ contract allows for the 
payment as compensation for 686 unused vacation 
and sick days, according to Newsday, which reported 
that the payout was one of several high-priced village 
police chief retirement payouts on Long Island i in re- 
cent years. 

“I wish Chief Cummings nothing but the best and 
thank him for his service,” Southampton Village May- 
or Jesse Warren said in a news release. 

Cummings, 57, was hired by the department in 


1987 and became chief in 2010. He did not respond to 
a request for comment. 

The village board voted July 20 to approve the pay- 
out and end the chief’s contract, which expired in May 
but had a provision that allowed him to stay on the 
job unless he was voted out. Following a rare detailed 
public airing of the contract negotiations, the village 
board failed in April to pass a bid to end the contract, 
with two voting for, two against, and one abstaining. 
But after two Warren allies ousted in the June elec- 
tions the two police union-backed trustees who voted 
against ending the contract, the measure passed—al- 
though the payout grew by $200,000 as a result. 

The mayor said an interim chief will be appointed 
once Cummings retires, and a search will be conduct- 
ed to find a permanent replacement. 
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Schumer 
Pushes Navy on 
Calverton Water 
Cleanup Plan

U.S. Sen. Charles Schumer (D-NY) urged 
the Navy to devise a plan to address drink- 
ing water well contamination near the former 
Grumman military aircraft manufacturing 
plant in Calverton. © 

Schumer spoke with Carlos Del Toro, who 

President Joe Biden nominated to be the next 
Secretary of the Navy, to press the military 


branch to work with localities, expand the 


continuing probe into the contamination, 
conduct its own test sampling and provide 
public drinking water to more than 120 im- 
pacted homes. 

“These are things that will need to remain 
priorities for the Navy, and they must act,” 
said Schumer, the Democratic majority leader 
of the U.S. Senate. In a follow-up letter, he 
wrote: “The recent decision by [the] Navy not 
to further investigate the potential contami- 
nation of additional private drinking water 
- sources near NWIRP Calverton is shortsight- 
ed and not in the interest of protecting public 

health.” p

vices tests revealed in December polyfluoro- - 


alkyl substances (PFAS) well above New York 
State’s maximum contaminant level of 10 
parts per trillion in wells near the former fed- 
erally owned Naval Weapons Industrial Re- 
serve Plant (NWIRP), which closed in 1996. 
The use of industrial-strength firefighting 
foam during past training exercises at the 
plant have been known to introduce chemicals 
such as PFAS into the surrounding ground-

So the helpline connects you to the right resources 
and team members so that we're facilitating that 
conversation with you from day one, as soon as 


you call.” 

When RISE first started out in 1980, the organi- 
zation was dedicated to providing support to those 
with developmental disabilities, both mental and 
physical. Since then, it has grown to aid anyone 
who is in need of support. 

“Our motto is that we’re here to help all people 
of all abilities,” Johnson says. “Even though we 
focus on individuals with mental illness or devel- 
opmental disabilities, there are a lot of people that 
have other challenges. Sometimes it’s just, ‘I lost 
my job, I lost my housing. What else is out there 
for me?’ So we help people of all abilities, not just 
those who were diagnosed with a disability.” 

RISE’s services include residential services, cri- 
sis intervention, recreation therapy, psychological 
evaluations and much more. If an individual is in 
need of a service that RISE doesn’t offer, it will 
use partnerships with numerous hospitals, clinics 
and businesses in order to put that individual in 
contact with whoever can provide the service the 
individual requires.

Stony Brook Southampton Hospital to 
Open New COVID-19 Vaccination Site

New York State Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag 
Harbor) announced on July 29 that Stony Brook 
Southampton Hospital will begin operating a new, 


walk-in COVID-19 vaccination site starting August 


3, and open Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thursdays 
from noon-—6 p.m., at Parrish Memorial Hall (cor- 
ner of Lewis Street and Herrick Road) in the Village 
of Southampton. 

The Pfizer (first and second doses) and limited 
single-dose Johnson & Johnson (J&J) vaccines will 
be available. No appointment is required for either. 

Anyone coming for the vaccine must bring legal 
ID, wear short sleeves for the injection and park in 
the designated spaces along Herrick Road. Entrance 
to the vaccination site is in the rear of Parrish Hall. 


This new vaccination site was organized after 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo announced the July 26 closing 
of the state-run vaccination site at the Stony Brook 
Southampton campus as part of an ongoing down- 
scaling of certain state-run vaccination sites in or- 
der to shift resources to areas with low vaccination 
rates. Recently on Long Island, the state also closed 
vaccination sites at Jones Beach and Suffolk County 
Community College Brentwood. 

“I am thrilled that Stony Brook Southampton 
Hospital will begin operating a new COVID-19 vac- 
cination site for any member of our community who 
wishes to be vaccinated. Now is not the time to let 
our guard down,” Thiele said in a statement. “We 
must remain vigilant and continue taking all of the 
precautions necessary to ensure our communities 
remain safe.” 
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Writing Hamptons Private

I n September 2020, I got a phone 
call from an internationally known 
publisher asking if I would be will- 


ing to write 6,000 or 7,000 words 


of commentary for a book about the 
Hamptons. This is sort of a writer's 
dream. Usually writers have to shop 
for publishers. This was the other 
way around and I felt quite flat- 
tered. 

I would be paid a good 
hunk of money for my ef- 
forts. I could write and prop- 
erly rewrite 6,000 words in a 
couple of weeks. If I’d known 
how successful this book was go- 
ing to be, I would have said, “Wait a 
minute. I’d like to consult my agent.” 
Instead, I just said, “Sure, tell me 
more.” 

Assouline is a French international 
publishing house based in Manhat- 
tan which produces giant hardcover 
books about resorts around the world. 
These books weigh 7 pounds. Filled 
with wonderful photographs of beau- 
tiful homes and smiling people from 
the years gone by and the present day, 
they are the sort of thing you set on 
a coffee table in your living room and 
browse through when you have a free 
moment. 

Turn a page and see fashionable 
people in sports cars, at clubs, on ten- 
nis courts. Turn more pages and see 
locals, including fishermen on boats 
and farmers in the fields. The com- 
mentary is in large print and begins 
alongside the first of these beautiful 
photographs. It continues along with 
the photos for a while and then tails 
off until it’s just photographs. 

What should I write? They sent me 
some of the photographs. There were 
pictures of a wedding at a grand man- 
sion from the 1940s, photos of movie 
stars on the set of a film being made 
here, people checking the vegetables 
at a farm stand, a local fisherman 
in rubber waders on the deck of his 
dragger. Elsewhere, you see people 
riding horseback, workmen trimming 
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the hedgerows. 

Assouline sent me four heavy 
oversized books about other re- — 
sorts. I got Athens Riviera and 
Amalfi Coast. 

Here’s how author Stephanie Ar- 
tarit began her commentary in Ath- 
ens Riviera. 

“The Athenian Riviera is magic: 
it’s no wonder that it has 
produced so many nota- 
ble artists, authors, sci- 

entists and Olympians. 
Thucydides was born in 
Alimos, a locale where 
today...” 
And the full-page pho- 
tograph shows Greek actress 
Melina Mercouri smiling happily in 
a low-cut, black-and-white striped 
blouse in the film Never on Sunday 
(1960), set in Piraceus on the Ath- 
ens Riviera. | am not in the social 
set. I am the son of a man who ran 
White’s Drug and Department Store 
in Montauk for 30 years. 

The agents who called to offer me 
this job told me that having founded 
Dan’s Papers and run it for 60 years, I 
probably knew more about the Hamp- 
tons than anybody. I found myself 
saying, “Well, yes, I probably do.” 

I also got a call from the publishing 
house’s cofounder Martine Assouline 
in Paris, who told me I could do it. - 

“Just tell us what you love about the 
Hamptons,” she said. “The sights, the 
sounds, the feelings you get when you 
are there «..” 

And so, here is how my commentary 
for Hamptons Private started: 

“During a cold spell about 2.6 mil- 
lion years ago, an enormous glacier 
slid down from the North Pole push- 
ing along boulders, sand and unimag- 
inable tons of other loose debris to 
finally come to a place where the sun 
warmed this effluvia enough to bring 
the slide to a halt. 

About 18,000 years ago,.a further 
warming spell caused the glacier to 
melt and retreat, leaving behind it a 
place we now call the Hamptons—part 
Greenland, part Canada, part up- 
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state New York and part Connecticut. 
Along the edge, it meets the sea with 
a stunning strip of white-sand beach, 
extending an astonishing 40 miles. 
Because of this beach, the Hamptons. 
is considered one of the most beauti- 


- ful summer resorts in the world, and 


it’s one of the main reasons why, when 
I first came here as an eager 16-year- 
old, I decided I wanted to spend the 
rest of my life here. © 

As my father said at the time, noting 
the cliffs, the salty sea air, the lakes 
and ponds, and the rolling moors 
that populated the long peninsula 
with a lighthouse at the end, “Nobody 
just winds up here by accident while 
drifting through to someplace else. 
We stick out into the sea. You have to 
decide to come to the Hamptons. It’s 
a decision. 

Dad moved our family to the Hamp- 
tons because of his love for deep-sea 


fishing. Meanwhile, it was love at first 


sight for me as well; and to this day, I 
cannot imagine living anywhere else. -

It is a truly beautiful peninsula. 
Although it’s just about 100 miles 
from New York City, eagles still 
swoop and soar overhead, and 
whales roll up to the ocean sur- 


and the wind whistles. As for the 
people here, though, it seemed 
to me that nearly all of them had 
decided to settle in the Hamptons 
_ for the very same reason that I 
did: They had fallen in love, and 
they had then gone back to the 
city to tell friends in their social 
group about their find, thus trig- 
gering others to follow suit. 
With that said, a parade of 
_ particularly identifiable groups 
have called the Hamptons home 
over the years. I’ve come to think 
of the arrival of these groups, 
one after another, somewhat as 
waves—similar to those of the 
sea. These waves would sweep 
over the landscape during several

ping one another, each unique, but 
settling as a unit, occupying one part 
of the Hamptons or another, much as 
the mix of dirt, foliage, sand, boulders, 
and cliffs occupy the different parts of 
the Hamptons, while still remaining 
separate. cal 


Thus, they almost all still remain- 


here today—a great and fascinating 
patchwork of people and landscapes, 
coming together as a crazy quilt. 


Some say it’s a match to the patchwork 


of New York City. But with cows moo- 
ing.

Cuomo’s Hamptonite Brother Questioned 
in Gubernatorial Harassment Probe 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


Investigators interviewed CNN host and South- 
ampton resident Chris Cuomo about his advising 
his brother Gov. Andrew Cuomo on how to handle 
publicity surrounding allegations that the governor 
sexually harassed female staffers. 

The broadcaster was among 179 people inter- 
viewed by independent investigators hired to con- 
duct the five-month probe for New York State At- 
torney General Letitia James’ office. The inquiry 
culminated in a bombshell surprise 168-page 
report that detailed Chris Cuomo’s questioning in 
the probe, as well as new revelations from accusers 
when it was released on August 3. 

“According to internal documents and com- 
munications obtained during the investigation, it 
appears that the governor’s advisors, including ... 
Chris Cuomo, counseled him to express contrition 


after the press published [Cuomo aide Charlotte] 
Bennett's allegations,” the report stated. The report 
later added: “During his testimony, Chris Cuomo 
explained that there was discussion about reme- 
dial measures the [administration] should take in 
light of the sexual harassment allegations, but some 
people had taken the position that ‘they should just 
wait.” 

Bennett, a former executive assistant to the gov- 
ernor, is among 11 women whose allegations against 
the three-term Democratic governor are detailed in 
the report, which outlines accusations of groping, 
kissing and other workplace misconduct. She was 
the second aide to go public with claims against 
the governor—in her case, his asking about her 
prior sexual assault, telling the 25-year-old woman 
that the 63-year-old divorced father of three adult 
daughters would like to date a woman her age and 
asking if she dates older men. Shortly after she told 


her story to the media this spring, the governor re- 
leased a public apology stating that he never meant 
to make anyone feel uncomfortable. 

“What this investigation revealed was a disturb- 
ing pattern of conduct by the governor of the great 
state of New York,” James, a Democrat, told report- 
ers during a news conference. “These 11 women 
were in a hostile and toxic work environment.” 

Chris Cuomo had conducted a series of television 
interviews—which some critics called gentle or even 
comical—on CNN with his older brother during the 
coronavirus pandemic before the harassment alle- 
gations surfaced. But after sexual misconduct and 
other scandals enveloped the governor, prompt- 
ing a series of investigations and an impeachment 
inquiry in the state Assembly, the network said its 
conflict-of-interest policy meant that Chris Cuomo 
could not report on the governor. The anchor has

As Dan’s Papers has reported, 
investigators are also looking into 
the governor’s office for alleged fast- 
tracking of COVID-19 tests for Chris 
Cuomo, other family members and a 
relative of New York State Chief Judge 
Janet DiFiore at her home in South- 
-ampton. The state Assembly’s judicia- 
ry committee has been investigating 
the administration’s alleged prioriti- 
zation of virus tests for friends, fam- 
ily and others in the early days of the 
pandemic when tests were not widely 
available, which raises the question of 
whether he or his staff violated state 
laws against public officials granting 
such favoritism.

Trooper #1 told investigators that 
she felt “completely violated because 
to me, like, that’s between my chest 
and my privates,” according to the re- 


’ port. She added that she and a senior 


investigator who witnessed the inci- 
dent were “both still in shock about 
what happened,” according to the re- 
port, and “thought it was disgusting. 
We were creeped out.” 

Investigators also interviewed 
the governor himself as a part of the 
probe. The report rejected Cuomo’s 
suggestions that his conduct was an 
innocent reflection of an affectionate 
Italian-American culture in which he 
was raised. Investigators found little 
credibility in his “blanket denials 
and lack of recollection as to specific 


incidents.” 


“What these witnesses—and many 
others—described is not just old- 
fashioned, affectionate behavior,” the 
report concluded. “It was sexual ha- 
rassment.” 

Rita Glavin, a lawyer defending 
Cuomo against the sexual harassment 
complaints, released a lengthy “posi- 
tion statement” responding to the 
report, which she said “purposefully 
omits key evidence.” Glavin accused 
James of bias. Although the governor

Following the release of the sexual 
harassment report, Democratic and 
Republican lawmakers including

“The harrowing details depicted in 
the report confirm that Governor An- 
drew Cuomo sexually harassed cur- 
rent and former state employees and 
created a hostile work environment,” 
said state Assemblyman Fred Thiele 
(1-Sag Harbor). “In his response to the 
report, the governor has made evident 
that he has no intentions of resigning. 
Therefore, the Assembly must move 
with all deliberate speed to begin im- 
peachment proceedings.” 

In a video statement, Cuomo made 
clear he has no plans to resign as he de- 
nied James's findings, saying, “I never 
touched anyone inappropriately.”

| Help! How Do I Keep 
My Dog From Biting? 


Dog bites are dangerous for people and the dog. People can be seriously 
injured and dogs can be euthanized as a result of it. 


It’s important to keep in mind that unless the animal is sick mostly all dog bites are 
provoked. According to the American Veterinary Association this can happen if a 
dog finds itself in a stressful situation or feels threatened. Dogs also may nip while 
playing. That is why dog owners are discouraged from playing tug-of-war, which 
can lead to nipping and biting. 


A dog that has bitten should be crated when children and unfamiliar people are 
around to avoid the risk of a future bite. Dogs can bite because they are scared or 
have been startled, or because they feel threatened. It may also bite to defend its 
territory. In addition they may bite to protect something that is valuable to them, 
like their puppies, their food or a toy. 


Obedience training is recommended to refocus a dog’s mindset, assist with 
impulse control, and modify problematic behavior. It can be helpful to place signs 
around the house to make family members aware of the latest training measures. 


Physical barriers such as baby gates may be necessary. Placing a “dog in training” 
vest on the dog in public may be best and possibly a muzzle, if necessary. 


For assistance, be sure to hire a professional dog trainer to avoid any potential 
issues.

lhe Menhaden, a stylish indepen- 
dent luxury boutique hotel in the 
heart of Greenport Village that opened 


nearly three years ago, has been © 
scooped up by buyers who clearly see 


the North Fork’s potential. 

Atlantic Equity Partners, a New 
England-based boutique real estate 
private equity firm, purchased the 16- 
room hotel at 207 Front Street in April 
from Dan and Kristen Pennessi of Tel- 
lus Capital LLC.

ZY Chalem Anderson is well-known 
for her beautiful oil paintings that 
capture the serenity of Hamptons 
waters, which she creates “for people 
who love the ocean and crave the calm 
and tranquility we feel by the sea.” In 
celebration of her 10th Dan’s Papers 
cover, Anderson discusses the story 
behind the piece, her greatest source 
of inspiration and more. ‘ 


What is the story behind this 
week’s cover art, “Salt Marsh 
Triptych?” 

Spring comes late and remains 
gray here in the Hamptons. But just 
when you can’t take it anymore, the 
lush green grasses of the salt marshes 
sprout and then we know summer is 
about to return. That’s when I made 
this painting. I’m thrilled when I see 
the- colors come back—the golden 
green, pale sapphire water and tan 
sandy beach. Look out on the marsh 
and you are in a serene place. I had to 
paint it! 

The salt marshes are the coastal 
protectors of our water quality and 
they stabilize our shoreline. During 
storms, just an acre of salt marsh can 
absorb up to 1.5 million gallons of 
floodwater—equivalent to 2.25 olym- 
pic swimming pools. It’s the vital hab- 
itat of a wide variety of birds, shellfish, 
insects, fish, everything that makes 
the Hamptons so extraordinary. 


TOM KOCHIE 


What does your typical art 
creation process look like, and 
did it differ at all with this piece? 

I use oil paint because that’s what 
I’m familiar with. There is a palette of 
colors I rely on that I’ve developed over 
years of painting. In every painting I 
do try to make a new color combina- 
tion. There is always a discovery to be 
made, and new ways to explore making 
apainting. 

This oil painting is two feet by six 
feet, and it’s a triptych—made in three 
wood panels. The width allows your 
peripheral vision to fill, bringing your 
attention back into the painting. When 
you have three sections (the Dan’s cov- 
er is the first panel), the eye is seduced 
to travel across the expanse, making 
natural pauses where one panel ends 
and the next begins. = 


What makes this artwork such 
an ideal fit for a Dan’s Papers 
cover? 

I’m celebrating my 10th Dan’s Pa- 
pers cover. My paintings deliver an ex- 
perience of the idyllic, timeless places 
of the Hamptons—the places we all 
love.

back to “normal?” 

My greatest source of inspiration is 
nature and the sea; it feeds me every 
day. There is a bright red stop sign 
at the end of my block. Every day, no 
matter where I’m going or how late I’m 
running, I have to stop. Every day, I’m 
forced to slow down and stretch my 
eyes out to the horizon of the wide open 
bay. I see bait nets attached to jagged 
wooden poles jut out of the water, and 
an osprey soars overhead and lands in 
her nest. It’s incredible! 


What do you find most reward- 
ing about being an artist? 

I love smearing colored paint across 
the canvas and figuring out what looks 
good. Sometimes I scrape, sometimes 
I jab, sometimes I just tickle the sur- 
face to get the effect I want. I love to 
paint, to spread it, to swirl it and coax 
it into place. Observing this place by 
the beach surprises me every day with 
something new that’s beautiful. The 
light of the sky is magical and always 
changing. The winds shift, the moon

Michael Urie and Ryan Spahn 
Get Set for Edward Albee’s “Zoo Story’

oming to Guild Hall’s John Drew 
heater August 13-15 is Edward 
Albee’s At Home at the Zoo, which adds 
a first act, Homelife, to his famous one- 
act play The Zoo Story. Directed by Na- 
than Winkelstein and starring Sophie 
von Haselberg as Ann in the first act, 
the staged reading follows her publish- 
ing executive husband Peter to Central 
Park where he meets the enigmatic 
Jerry and shares a deep, meaningful 
moment of connection with this strang- 
er. These two complete strangers will 
be played by partners onstage and off, 
Ryan Spahn (Daniel’s Husband, Mos- 
cow x6, Gloria) and Michael Urie (Ugly 
Betty, Torch Song, Younger). 

We hopped on a Zoom call with the 
New York City couple to learn more 
about the show's themes, the Guild Hall 
production's fascinating evolution and 
how being an acting couple has helped 
them find consistent work throughout 
the pandemic. 


Dan’s Papers: Is this your first 
production back on the. stage 
since the pandemic began? 

Michael Urie: Yeah, kind of. I just 
finished a project that was onstage for 
an audience, but it was filmed, so they 
were all in the audience, but it was not 
for the purpose of an audience, if that 
makes sense. It was a production that 
was mounted to film for streaming, so it 
wasn't quite the same as this will be, but 
it was definitely a thrill to be in front of 
people again and to have an audience and 
feel that after 16 months of doing things 
on camera, some TV and movie stuff and 
lots and lots of-Zoom stuff, it was really 
thrilling to have people again. And I think 
this play, now that we're doing it inside for 
real people—this is a play with a capital 
P, it’s like a real piece of theater. Albee is 
no joke. And I think it’s really exciting to 
come back with such an incredible piece 
of theater that I’ve known about for as 
long as I’ve known about theater. This 
is the kind of thing that once you say, 
“I want to be an actor,” people are like, 
“Look at Zoo Story,” because it’s some- 
thing to really sink your teeth into. It’s 
only two people, it’s so easy to work on, 
but a challenge—it’s easy to pick up and 


work on, but it’s really hard, and now here 
Iam, probably 25 years after the first time 
I read it, and there are still things that I 
don’t get and that I need to figure out be- 
fore we do it for people. 


How does weathering the pan- 
demic together influence your 
take or perspective on The Zoo 
Story’s themes of isolation and 
loneliness? 

Ryan Spahn: We haven't actually 
discussed that, but it must be deeply 
informing it, because I think, espe- 
cially the need to get outside and just 
sit somewhere that isn’t in your house 
is such a huge part of—now that we've 
pieced the two plays together, there’s a 
part one and part two to Zoo Story. Part 
one takes place in the home, and then 
it ends with a character, my character 
(Peter), saying he needs to go to the 
park, which means he just needs to get 
out for no reason other than to get some 
fresh air and just to be in a world that 


he’s not feeling isolated and trapped in, 
like he does in the house, and I think we 
all have gone through that. So I think 
the play, now that we've pieced them to- 
gether, actually sort of highlights what 
we've all been through. 

We hadn't originally intended to do 
both parts, that was a newer develop- 
ment because the Albee estate had al- 
lowed us to do part two in isolation, and 
now that things have progressed with 
COVID, we had to go back to doing it as 
a two-part thing. 

Urie: And we were originally going 
to do it outside. The whole plan sort of 
came about before things were allowed 
to happen inside, so we were originally 
going to do it on a bench outside some- 
where, and that wouldn't really make 
sense for the first part of the play. ... 
But it’s amazing how the plays inform 
each other, even though Albee wrote 


Homelife like 30, 40 years later, the’ 


plays really do speak to one another in 
a very interesting way. I’m really ex- 


cited that we’re doing both parts. The 
idea of doing just one part was because 
we wanted to make theater, and it was 
the only way we could figure out how 
to make theater. Nathan Winkelstein, 
who came up with this idea, very clev- 
erly said, “Here are two actors who are 
already quarantined together, who can 
safely work together. Here’s a play that 
can happen outside, distanced and in 
the open air, and we can get this done.” 
Now as things have changed and pro- 
gressed, and we're able to move inside, 
it speaks to the moment in a very differ- 
ent way, but it’s very cool. 


Michael, what insights do you 
have about your character that 
you hope to explore in this pro-_ 
duction? 

‘Urie: Well, I’ve lived in New York for 
like 20 years now, and these characters, 
these people who you encounter who 
are eccentric, who are very talkative, 
who clearly have lives that are very dif- 
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ferent than my own, who have demons 
and darkness that they go home to or 
that they come from—they’re all over 
the place. We in New York, we all meet 


them, and I feel like in some ways, the. 


longer I'm here, the more I relate to 
them. ..: What’s interesting about look- 
ing at this play after the 16 months is 
that I relate to anybody who stays in 
New York, because I’ve always been in 
New York since I moved here 20 years 
ago. I’ve stayed. And we even stayed 
through the pandemic when so many 
people left, and I think that there is 
something about people who come to 
New York, which is not an easy place 
to live, stay in New York, which is not 
an easy decision to make, certainly not 
financially, but emotionally too, I think 
that there is something relatable about 
allof us, and even though I do not live in 
the kind of situation he (Jerry) lives in, 
there is something relatable to him, for 
me, I get wandering around New York, 


looking for yourself. I get that New York . 


can be both the only place you want to 
live and this place that does nothing but 
pummel you and tear you down. ... 


Ryan, same question to you: 
What makes your character tick; 
what are you looking to explore? 

Spahn: Well, we talked about this 

_last night at rehearsal, and it’s some- 
thing that I relate to a lot. I play a person 
who benefits from being around people 
who take up more space in life than he 
does, and Peter takes up less space in 
life than the people he shares scenes 
with, and I think Ryan the actor, the 


real person, definitely does that. I think _ 


I surround myself with people who (are 
like that), in my personal life and in my 
friendship life. Not Michael the char- 
acter, but Michael as a person, he’s a 
more energetic writer. ... And I just un- 
derstand that. I understand somebody 
who feels like they take up space by way 
of sharing it with somebody else, and 
it isn’t until they realize that that’s not 
actually what they’re doing, and they’re 
challenged—like my character is chal- 
lenged to fill space with anger or ani- 
malistic tendencies that I don’t feel like 
I have because I’ve pushed them down, 
because I’ve allowed other people to 
have them instead of me, and I think 
that he learns how to have that through 
this play, and I personally understand 
that, particularly in the wake of being 
locked inside for as long as we were. 


How many productions would 
you say you’ve done together, and 
do you typically practice lines and 
rehearse at home or try to keep 
work outside of the home? 

Spahn: We've done a movie togeth- 
er, a web series together. We did a short 
together. We did a play at Martha’s 


- Vineyard, we did 75 things in quaran- 
tine, and now we're doing this. 

Urie: And Hamlet! It’s always a little 
different, but when we work together, 
we do—and even when we're not work- 
ing together—we do try to keep the 
homelife sacred. oe 

Spahn: I love that you just called it 
“homelife,” because that’s the name of 
part one. 

Urie: Exactly! But we do try to turn 
off work, and what I mean is when we're 
working or separate, there’s a point 
where it’s like—I know that I’ve said to 
Ryan at times, “I don’t want to talk about 
work anymore,” even though something 
crazy happened to me at rehearsal or on 
set today, I just want to turn it off. And 
can we just talk about something else for 
alittle while? And I know Ryan’s done the 
same. And certainly when we've worked 
together, we made a movie together that 
Ryan wrote and I directed and we were 


both in, and that was all-encompassing — 


for probably two months of our lives, and 
that was sort of all we did. And that was 
one thing. 

Spahn: Our whole apartment was a 

“production office, and the producer was 
from LA living in a closet that we put a 
bed in, in our apartment. 

- Urie: Yeah, that was just something 
special, and it was very exciting—we 
were making a movie, there was this big 
crew and people were coming and go- 
ing all the time, and that was a moment 
where we did let it completely encom- 
pass our lives. And I imagine, at some 
point, this will encompass our lives, too, 
once Ryan is finished with his project, 
and I just got back from a project, but 
once it’s more focused just on At Home 
at the Zoo, it’ll probably encompass our 
lives. We'll talk about it at night after re- 
hearsal, we'll run through lines together 
outside of rehearsal, but we can’t just be 
working all the time. We do protect our 
life at home, and we are careful about 
that even when we are working togeth- 
er, there are times when, wouldn’t you 
say, Ryan, we just decide, “OK, phones 
down, brains off. Let’s watch HGTV or 
whatever.” 

Spahn: Well, we have a dog, which 
is very helpful, and often but not often 
enough, but we do often say, “OK, let’s 
go on a long walk with her and not 


bring our phones, which is hard to do. ~ 


We also take a lot of time to make our 
home as relaxing as possible, by the way 
in which we decorate it. We take a lot of 
care in the things that we have in our 
home, so that when we do come home, 
we can fully relax and let go of whatever 
we might be working on either together 
or apart. 


How does acting opposite your 
partner differ from other actors? 
Spahn: Yeah, I would say it’s dif- 


ferent. It’s definitely different. I don’t 


know about you, Michael, but you just 
know the person—we know each other 
so well that part of rehearsal is getting 
into a place where it feels like it’s really 
happening, and I feel like, for people 
who know each other really well, you 
can feel when you're acting and you 
can tell when they're acting, and so I 
think that it’s just something you have 
to clock because it’s a part of rehearsal. 
You have to figure it out, and so there’s 
going to be things.that might feel false, 
if you want to call it that, because you're 
figuring it out. And I think I can be sen- 
sitive sometimes when I feel like I’m not 
where I want to be, either emotionally 
or whatever it is, but when youre with 
somebody youre very close to, that can 
be more ‘vulnerable than when it’s a 
complete stranger and they have noth- 
ing to compare it against. 


Michael, what do you consider 
the most rewarding or enjoyable 
aspect of acting opposite Ryan? 

Urie: I think he’s very good, and I 
trust him as an actor, so I know that it’s 
rare that you get to work with somebody 
who you know so well. Sometimes it’s re- 
ally exciting to work with someone you 
don’t know at all, especially if there’s any 
kind of “getting to know you” in the ma- 
terial. But doing this, we're playing com- 
plete strangers. In Hamlet, we played 
old friends. In our movie, we played 
ourselves, so we played a couple. We did 
this play by Stephen Belber called Tape, 
where we were old friends who know 
each other really, really well. It’s really 
interesting to play complete strangers, 
but on the flip side of what Ryan was 
saying about wanting to feel authentic 
and always be authentic, because I know 
when I’m acting, and I know when he’s 
acting, I also feel the freedom to really 
go for it because I trust him, and I know 
that he trusts me. I’m more willing to 
swing for the fences and fall on my face 
with him, which is really freeing because 
sometimes when you work with some- 
body you don’t know and youre like, 
“Te got be good every time so that they 
like me and think I'm good and trust 
me,” but sometimes you have to swing 


for the fences and make a mistake in or- 


der to learn. I find that easier with Ryan 
tha with a new actor or a stranger. 


And Ryan, would you like to 
share the most rewarding aspect 
of acting with Michael? 

~Spahn: It’s the best; he’s fantastic. 
He’s so alive and full, and it’s thrilling, 
and we have such a good time doing it. 
And then when it’s over, we can imme- 
diately talk about what we want to talk 
about. He’s sort of the opposite of what 
I said before, because we know each 
other, there’s no edit with what we can 


talk about. We can talk about whatever 
we need to right away, and so you get 
through rehearsal faster, almost, so you 
get more done in a shorter amount of 
time because you don’t have to dance 
around not knowing somebody, so we 
just have such a great time. 


Does being an acting couple of- 
fer any unique benefits? 

Urie: I do think we were really lucky 
the last 16 months to have each other, 
not just because we weren't alone in 
quarantine, because we were able to 
work together and suppoit each other. 
At the beginning of the pandemic, we 
put on the one-man play Buyer and 
Cellar, which I did on Broadway and all 
over the place, and we did it in our liv- 
ing room and streamed it for Broadway. 
com. That wouldn’t have been possible 
if I lived alone, or it would have been 
very different if I had lived alone and 
didn’t have somebody like Ryan—we’ve 
made movies together, we had created 
content together. So suddenly think- 
ing about turning our apartment into 
a movie studio or a streaming live TV 
studio was an easy transition. And then 
we put on a little play together as actors 
that was streamed live for MCC in our 
apartment, and then we acted opposite 
each other in Zoom readings. And what 
was the other one? : 

Spahn: I made my movie, and there 
was a voice-over part that I needed it, 
and I could just walk to the other side of 
the house and be like, “Michael, can you 
record all of these lines? Because I need 
to edit them into a movie right now.” 

Urie: It was just very easy to col- 
laborate; it was very easy to support 
one another. Oh, and the other thing 
was The Bite! We were cast together in 
a TV show that was shot for Spectrum 
TV called The Bite with Audra McDon- 
ald, and it was done remotely. Everyone 
did their parts remotely, so they sent us 
all of this equipment, we set it all up in 
our apartment, and we shot a TV show 
together in our apartment. We were not 
only able to support each other through 
the pandemic emotionally, we were able 
to support each other creatively, profes- 
sionally, and because we were both ac- 
tors and we lived together and we were 
quarantined together, we got work. And 
this (The Zoo Story) is an example of 
that, too. Now it’s a little different than 
when we first came up with it, but this 
was a pandemic project that we booked 
because were together. So that’s really 
great, and that was true before the pan- 
demic, but it definitely helped us during 
the pandemic being two actors who live 
together and are quarantined together 
was good for us.

year ago, when Claire Shulman 

closed her’ eyes forever. Oh, 
how I miss her! 

Her children, the accomplished 
renowned oncologist son Dr. Larry 
Shulman and her astronaut daugh- 
ter Dr. Ellen Shulman Baker, 
invited me to the unveiling of her 
headstone. Headstones are usually 
unveiled a year after a loved one’s 
loss, according to Jewish tradtion. 

Driving to the New Montifiore 
Cemetery in West Babylon I had 
quiet time to reflect on my dear- 
est friend and all she had meant to 
me, her family, her friends and her 
community. 

Her career as a public servant set 
her in a category with few people 
in our time. She put more shovels 
in the ground in Queens than any- 
one since perhaps Robert Moses. 
His were controversial; hers were 
golden additions to our beloved 
borough. 

It was she who found the funds 
for the expansion of the Queens 
Museum and for the New York Hall 
of Science, the Flushing Meadow 
Corona Park Pool, the U.S. Open 
facility, Queens Hospital Center, 
and more projects touching near- 
ly every neighborhood in Queens. 
Her extraordinary efforts in her 16 
years of service were stopped only 
by term limits. 

But she didn't stop there. Only 
two weeks before her death she was 
still running the Flushing rede- 
velopment project to restore the 
waterfront. 

She was as strong in her career as 
Queens Borough President as she 
was in her friendships. 

She adored “her” Ellen, her 
Larry, her beloved sister Ruth, 
and all her grandchildren and then 
great-granddaughter. But they all 
lived out of town, her sister-as far as 
Utah, and her daughter in Houston. 
So her friends — I was lucky to be 
one — adored her and she doted 
on us and nurtured us as if we were 
family members. 

For me her daily calls were fun- 
filled with gossip, family worries 
and news of our work and worlds. 
I could go on and on. How I miss 
Claire! 

I miss her encouragement . One 
day she called me and said, “Hey, 


Oh, Claire, how | miss you! 


Vicki, that was a great article 
you wrote. You are really a good 
writer!” It was the best compli- 
ment I ever received! 

In the decades I’ve been writ- 
ing it, no one has ever said that. 
Coming from Claire, a serious

I miss you so much, Claire. 

Having my best friend gone 
is like having a hole in my 
heart.

he Dan’s Papers Kite Fly is coming. 

You'll find it from 5:30 p.m. to 6:45 
p.m. on the Sag Main Beach in Sagapo- 
nack on Sunday, August 8. 

It's easy to get to. Just head 
south on Sagg Main from the 
post office and look up in 
the sky off in the distance 
in front of you. Hundreds 
of kites will be up there al- 
ready because some of the 
folks come a little early and 
like to get a head start. Head for the 
kites. 

Up closer, you should be able to follow 
the kite strings down if the sun is shin- 
ing a certain way. The strings lead to 
just beyond the dunes and to the beach 
itself. There’s stuff going on there. It’s 
the 43rd running of the annual Dan’s 
Papers Kite Fly at Sagg Main Beach. 
And you and your family are invited to 
join. No charge. 

What's the draw? Twelve prizes will 


be awarded: highest flying, most news- 
worthy, most colorful, smallest, scariest, 
funniest, kite with the longest tail, oldest 
kite flier, most patriotic, most beauti- 
ful, best homemade kite, and if you’ve 
read this far, you know youd better get 
started. You and your kids will 
need string, glue, balsa wood, 
paints and a whole lot of oth- 
er things to make an original 
kite (that actually flies.) 
Registration? Nope! Just 
park, walk out to the beach 
and get your kite up—a specially 
homemade one or a store-bought 
one. (The homemade ones have a better 
shot at a prize.) 

But don’t get me wrong. Store-bought 
kites can look pretty good, too. And 
part of the thrill of this event is to join 
a great herd in the sky for a little while. 
(It feels good.) 

Kite judging begins with the blowing 
of a bullhorn from flight command (two

of Guild Hall Historical Highlights 


erving as the epicenter of the East 

Hampton arts community for 
90 years, Guild Hall has been a key 
player in many cultural developments 
and newsworthy moments through- 
out the village’s history. Take a jour- 
ney through nine decades of historical 
highlights at Guild Hall. 

1930s: 

— Founded by philanthropist Mary 
Woodhouse, Guild Hall opens on 
August 19, 1931, in the depths of the 
Great Depression, and becomes the 
first cultural center in the country to 
combine a theater, museum and com- 
munity meeting place. 

— Later that year, Cornelia Otis 
Skinner is the first star to grace the 
stage of the John Drew Theater, ap- 
pearing in her one-woman show, The 
Six Wives of Henry VIII. 

— WWII brings the community to- 
gether, with bandages being made at 
Guild Hall for the Red Cross. 

— Guild Hall becomes a favorite of 
Edith “Little Edie” Bouvier Beale. 

— In 1939, Guild Hall exhibits a 
show with watercolors from the New 
Deal WPA arts project. 

1940s: 

— To distract from the anxieties 
of war, 16 exhibitions are mounted 
in the summer of 1940 including one 
for Guild Hall architect Aymar Em- 
bury, II (best known for the Triboro, 
Henry Hudson and Bronx-Whitestone 
bridges). 

— In 1943, the Red Cross collects 
240 pints of blood from 350 donors at 
Guild Hall, the largest amount taken 
anywhere in Suffolk County. 

— During war years, one gallery is 
transformed into an officer’s lounge, 
and there are regular dances for ser- 
vicemen. 

— Estelle Winwood opens a 10-play 
series with The Royal Family. 

— In 1946, Thornton Wilder ap- 
pears on the stage of the John Drew 
Theater in the role of stage manager 
for his Pulitzer Prize-winning play, 
Our Town. 

— Inthe summer of 1949, Guild Hall 
introduces Jackson Pollock, Lee Kras- 
‘ner and other abstract expressionists 
in Seventeen Artists of Eastern Long 
Island. During this time, Jackson Pol- 
lock’s famous Life magazine article is 
released, catapulting him to super- 
stardom while his work hung in Guild

— Founder Mary Woodhouse dies 
in 1961 at age 96 and is mourned 
by all. Trustee tribute: “Guild Hall, 
enshrined in the hearts of all East 
Hampton, stands as a living memorial 
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to the generosity and vision of a truly 
great woman. For 30 years, drama and 
music have been fostered and have 
enriched lives. Mrs. Woodhouse’s 
beauty, grace and understanding were 
qualities that glowed and inspired. 
Her prayerful interest in the purpose- 
ful Guild Hall has given strength to 
others to be worthy of the trust.” 

— Jeffrey Lynn stars in Critic’s 
Choice. ; 

— Spring Festival of the Arts, co- 
sponsored with Southampton College, 
bring theatrical stage and costume 
designers’ works to the galleries, in- 
cluding Broadway model sets from 
Edward Albee’s Tiny Alice and Peter

_ — Burglars break into Guild Hall in 
1967 but enter an empty gallery, while 
another gallery was filled with price- 
less art for the upcoming exhibition 
The Little Show. This is the year of the 
first bank robbery and narcotics raid 
in East Hampton. 

1970S: 

— A new wing opens.on June 6, 
1970, A Day in the Life of Guild Hall, 
lasts all day, attracting over 2,000 vis- 
itors: The theater presents Guys and 
Dolls rehearsals, Max Pollikoff and 
his orchestra, concert pianist William 
Macellos, dancers, singers, sketching 
classes and tours. 

— Christophe deMenil and Calvert 
Cogehshall arrange Nineteenth-Cen- 
tury Country Art. 

— In 1972, Edward Albee serves as 
director of the John Drew Theater for 
the summer season. 

— In 1973, American jazz drummer 
and bandleader Foreststorn “Chico” 
Hamilton performs a special concert 
for East Hampton school children 
while building a home in Springs. 

-— In 1973, Guild Hall receives ac- 
creditation from the American Asso- 
ciation of Museums (at that time only 
223 museums out of 5,600 receive 
this). 

— Also in 1973, Gwen Verdon hosts 
a dance benefit for Guild Hall featur- 
ing Peter Gennaro, James Lipton, Cy 
Coleman, Carmen DeLavallade and 
Geoffrey Holder. 

— Phoenix Theatre, with a reputa- 
tion for 20 years of high-quality pro- 

_ductions, signs on as resident com- 
pany in 1974. 

* 1980s: 

— Guild Hall presents the world 
premiere of April Song with Glynis 
Johns (Helen Hayes comes to see her 
play the role she played 23 years prior 

’ with Richard Burton). : 

— Alfonso Ossorio: 1940-1980 is 
curated by Judith Wolfe and present- 
ed in all three galleries and garden. 

— In 1981, Guild Hall celebrates its 
50th anniversary with 50 events. 


— Three commemorative posters 
are created by Fernando Botero, Jane 
Freilicher and Larry Rivers 

— The Guggenheim, MET, MOMA 
and the Whitney participate in the 
exhibition East Hampton/New York: 
New York Museums Salute Guild Hall 
at M. Knoedler & Co. 

— In August of 1981, the Night of 
Stars revue brings back perform- 
ers associated with Guild Hall’s his- 
tory including Betty Comden, Adolph 
Green, Uta Hagen, Sheldon Harnick, 
Helen Hayes, Anne Jackson, Eli Wal- 
lach and Carlos Montoya with special 
effects by a young Bran Ferren, who 
had just worked on the Broadway 
show Frankenstein.

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Our Amazing History: 
Pyrrhus Concer’s Life 


BY DAN RATTINER 


E 1897, a prominent resident of South- 
ampton living on Pond Lane died at 
the age of 83. Pyrrhus Concer was im- 
portant enough to have earned _ 
an obituary in The New York y | 

Times (dutifully reproduced fee 

in The Southampton Press), 

and at the service about 

him in the First Presbyte- 

rian Church at the corner of 
Meeting House Lane and Main 
Street, the speakers included the 

Rev. Jesse Halsey who, reading a poem 
he wrote about this man, described him 
as “good as gold.” 

With the service over, the great crowd 
moved to the Old North End Cemetery 
to oversee his interment. He was bur- 
ied besides his wife Rachel, who pre- 
deceased him. His tombstone. reads, 
“Though born a slave he possessed 
those virtues without which kings are 
but slaves,” written by Elihu Root, a 
prominent neighbor of his who was also 
U.S. Secretary of State. 


You may have read that the Village 
of Southampton is going to rebuild the 
modest home of this man. The house 
isn’t there anymore, but the village 
has the pieces and may soon recreate 
‘ it. Pyrrhus Concer was born a 
Mi slave in Southampton in 1814, 
the son of Violet William 
\ and Shadrach Concer, also 
| slaves. At the age of 5, Pyr- 
rhus Concer was sold for $25 


on the Pelletreau farm. Freed 
from bondage between the ages 
of 18 and 21 by the Pelletreau family, he 
went on to have an extraordinary life. 
Free at last, Concer signed on to a 
Sag Harbor whaling ship to visit points 
unknown. These trips lasted a year or 
more, and during the next 11 years, he 
went on four of them, the most interest- 
ing being the last. He was boatsteerer 
aboard the Manhattan, captained by 
Mercator Cooper of Southampton 
when, in 1845 in the South Pacific, they 
rescued 11 Japanese sailors stranded on 
the Bonin Islands. Further along they 
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to Charles Pelletreau to work | 


rescued another 
11 fishermen 
from a_ ship 
sinking beneath 
them. 


These men. 
wished to be 
returned to 


Japan. But no 
foreign visitors 
were welcome 
in Japan. Anyone arriving was sent 
away or imprisoned. Nevertheless, they 
landed, creating quite a sensation. The 
Japanese had never before seen a Black 
man. Some tried rubbing the black off 
his skin. Others created paintings of this 
strange man. The emperor gave gifts. 
And this may have led the way to U.S. 
Navy Commodore Matthew Perry suc- 
cessfully landing in Japan eight years 
later, thus opening the country. 

Concer returned to Southampton a . 
fairly wealthy man from his whaling 
adventures. He became a prominent 
figure in town and raised two children. 
In 1848, he went west for the Northern

California Gold Rush, but on returning 
home, he said it didn’t get him much. _ 

In later years, Concer-ran a ferry 
service, taking passengers across Lake 
Agawam aboard his small sailboat from 
the center of town to the beach on the far 
shore.: He didn’t make much money do- 
ing it—he charged 10 cents a trip—but he 
enjoyed telling stories along the way. He 
knew everybody and everybody knew 
him. 

Concer lived his last seven years alone; 
his wife predeceased him and his two 
boys died before achieving adulthood. 
He gifted his estate, totaling $5,000, to 
the church and other charities.

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V-Cafe: 

Serving Fresh, Flavorful 
Vietnamese Cuisine at 
Hampton Racquet Club

F oodies are always complaining 
about the lack of good Asian din- 
ing options in the Hamptons. But the 
V-Café—a little known 98-seat pop-up 
restaurant serving flavorful, authentic 
Vietnamese cuisine amidst the green- 
ery, heaters and the thwack of tennis 
balls at the lovely Hampton Racquet 
Club—is changing all that. 

It started with a mutual love of ten- 
nis. Lan Cao, who owns and has run 
the V-Café in Tribeca for 18 
years, was playing tennis 
as she always does in the 
winter in Southampton, 
when she _ befriended 
Monica Graham and her 
brother John Graham. 

A friendly Thanksgiv- 
ing invitation by the Gra- 
hams’ led to more conversa- 

tion, and Cao discovering that 
Monica owned the Hampton Racquet 
Club and John was the director of 
the tennis program there. When Cao 
looked up the club and saw they had 
a kitchen, the three began to discuss 
the idea of bringing Cao’s Vietnamese 
food to the club—which had only uti- 
lized the kitchen as a snack bar for the 
kids camp. 

“T said we can do snack food, Viet- 
namese snack street food,” says Cao, 
the V-Café’s executive chef. “And then 
COVID hit. There was no business 
in the city, and I wanted to keep my 
staff working. ... We started takeout 
after the Fourth of July weekend last 
summer.” 

A positive review in a local paper 
gave the V-Café a kickstart. And now, 
in their first full season, the partner- 
ship with Monica and Lan has re- 
sulted in an expansion of seating in 
the grassy umbrella area and a newly 
installed awning over the large deck. 
And the customers are coming and 
discovering her menu for both take- 
out and outside dining. 

They are not disappointed. From 
satays to spring rolls, Vietnamese 
marinated flank steak to lemongrass 
chicken, sauteed jumbo shrimp to lac- 
quered duck-the options are varied, 
fresh, flavorful and with just the right

seasonings. There are several vegetar- 
ian choices and vegan options. (And 
the prices are a welcome reprieve in 
both taste and tabulations from the 
$50-plus lobster rolls this summer.) 
Lan Cao, who was born in North 
Vietnam in Hanoi and grew up in Sai- 
gon, says that since the age of 8 she 
was always cooking and buying pro- 
duce at the local market. After receiv- 
ing a scholarship to Sydney University 
she lived in Australia, working for Ci- 
tibank there, and then for the com- 
pany in New York, where she 
stayed. She left finance 
after growing weary 
of “the glass ceiling 
___and the bias” and the 
“toxic, unhealthy en- 
vironment” on Wall 
Street. She opened an 
art gallery in Tribeca and 
after numerous enquiries 
about the food she made and 
served at her receptions, she eventu- 
ally opened the V-Café in NYC. 
What is special about Viet- 
namese cuisine? 
We use five spices and soy sauce— 
the Western cuisine, they don’t mari- 


nate things.-They just put a sauce on 


the steak, but the Vietnamese said, 
“Oh, now we are going to have to 
change that.” 

We took some from the French, 
some from the Chinese, but we don’t 
cook the way the Chinese do. We eat 
all the fresh vegetables. ... We are not

as heavy and spicy as Thai food—it’s a 
very balanced cuisine to me, and we 
really focus on the medicinal aspect 
of it 

What kinds of spices do you 


use? 


We use all the spices and the tur- 
meric in a lot of food. Ginger, we eat 
ginger in everything. In soup and 
broth we use a lot of turmeric, garlic, 
those are very good medicinal ben- 
efits to your immune systems to help 
with inflammations. 

We use all kinds of vegetables—we 
use bean sprouts, fresh cucumber,

In Vietnam, at the table, every lunch 
and dinner there is always some kind

What are the some of the most 
popular items on your menu? 

The pad Thai, the Jicama rolls, they 
are very light. The curry, people love 
curry. 

What’s the best part about be- 
ing in the restaurant business? 

Meeting people. Restaurants is a 
tough business, it’s not easy to make 
money-—I was lucky in the city for a 
number of years so I made it. ... Out 
here is very challenging, we don’t have 
staff ... and costs high. |

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THE NEWLY REFURBISHED COURTS AT TENNIS AT THE BARN

f hr is one of the most popular sport pas- 
times in the Hamptons, with many would-be 
players always on the hunt for someone to teach 
them the fundamentals or help them hone their 
novice or advanced skills. In July, Tennis at the 
Barn, a new facility in Westhampton, celebrated 
its grand opening and began welcoming fami- 
lies and individuals to come play, train, shop and 
relax. 

The owners of Tennis at the Barn, located at the 
former Eastside Tennis Academy, have redesigned 
the space, repurposed courts and introduced a 
team of high-level players to host a plethora of 
tennis and pickleball programs, private lessons, 
round robins, clinics, micro leagues and private 
events. The team not only consists of experts in 
tennis playing and coaching, but also in the art of 
maintaining and growing a club. 

Chief among them is general manager and direc- 
tor of racquet sports James McDonald, an Inter- 
national Pickleball Teaching Professional Associ- 
ation-certified coach, United States Professional 
Tennis Association elite pro and former state coach 
of Western Australia with 40 years of experience 
in the sport. He is joined by his wife, Kris, a former 
touring professional who achieved a world ranking 


of #90 on the WTA tour. Together, they've coached 
tennis and pickleball players of all skill levels for 
many years. Joining them are the club’s head pro- 
fessional Rafael Coutinho, once a top South Ameri- 
can tennis player, and staff professionals Frank 
Suarez and Marc Roura. 

Those who visited Eastside Tennis Kendle 
back when it was open will notice that while the 
layout of the club is largely the same, the courts 
and clubhouse have been completely repaired and 


‘look better than they have in years. “It has been 


redesigned and refurbished in the same footprint,” 
McDonald says. “But it’s not a reopening, it’s a new 
opening of a new club.” 

One of the major changes to the space is that 
some of the tennis courts have been transformed 
into standalone pickleball courts, which brings the 
club’s total courts to 11 Har-Tru tennis courts and 
four pickleball courts. There’s also a spectacular 
clubhouse, comfortable viewing fue upstairs 
and an enticing pro shop. 

McDonald explains that the owners are locals 
who ‘envisioned Tennis at the Barn as a comple- 
ment to other tennis clubs in the area. “The better 
we do, the better they do. I think there’s enough 
room for a club like us, which I think will really 
benefit the entire community and not detract from 
any other property,” he says. “The more people who

are playing with us, the more they’re going to play 


at other properties, as well. It’s a win-win for ev- 
erybody, including the people playing. I think the 
clubs are all in this together; we’re not ‘partners’ 
partners, but we're all trying to promote the game 
and the sport.” 

Part of the reason Tennis at the Barn can co- 
exist with other clubs is its emphasis on being a 
family-friendly club that’s inviting to all ages, from 
little kids to grandparents. “We're really catering 
to a family environment,” McDonald says, adding 
that while this is a membership club, non-member 
families are more than welcome to rent courts ona 
pay-to-play basis. 

Open seven days a week, Tennis at the Barn’s 
programs and social events are already well under- 
way and are expected to grow as more and more 


families discover this Westhampton gem. “The 


programs are being very well-received, so every- 
one is really enjoying what we're doing so far, and 
we hope to see more people out there,” McDonald 
notes, adding that those interested shouldn't wait 
to check the club out, as the outdoor tennis and 


’ pickleball season comes to end when the East End 


begins to chill after Labor Day.

the announcement was made.

Calpito: 


Getting Fit & Giving 
Back Through Torch’d

There is something about Isaac 
“Boots” Calpito that makes you want to 
work out. Or at the least, dance with him. 

Maybe it’s the way he waves and works 
a large, physical fan into his fitness rou- 
tines that draws you in. Or his sassy 
commentary as he creates a fat-burning 
dance party with his killer choreogra- 
phy. Or simply that he is a fierce, free, 
force..And a lot of fun. 

His wildly popular, full-body dance 
workout called Torch’d that made him an 
Instagram sensation and his new store 
Torch'd Shoppe in Wainscott, which 
opened on 27 East in July, make so much 
branding sense because Calpito is hot, 
hot, hot. 

Dubbed the “breakout star of virtual 
fitness” by The New York Times, he is fir- 
ing on all four burners: fitness influencer, 
choreographer, brand ambassador and 
philanthropist—giving to charities in a 
year when people needed it most. 

“T always say my grandmother taught 
me love and my mother taught me drive, 
and it was a real goal of mine to get out 
and do something and make something 
out of my life,” says Calpito, who is “ex- 
clusively in the Hamptons this summer,” 
renting a place in Sag Harbor. 

“I spent many years out here in East 
Hampton with friends and clients, but 
this is my first time actually living in Sag 
and I have to tell you, I absolutely love it.” 

He is certainly making the most of his 
time here—opening his Torch’d Shoppe 
and teaching his live fundraising fitness 
class at the Children’s Museum of the 
East End (CMEE) at the outdoor amphi- 
theater on weekend mornings. 

On Saturday, August 7, he'll be joined 
by Brooke Shields and Ali Wentworth for 
a special workout class at CMEE where 
100% of the proceeds benefit the seven 


charities involved in the East End Fund 
for Children. 

His growing list of celebrities who 
he has worked with or trained includes 
Gwyneth Paltrow, Kelly Ripa, Vanessa 
Hudgens, Ariana Grande, Hugh Jack- 
man and Lisa Rinna. 

But when Calpito decided during the 
pandemic to stream his intense, Torch’d 
workouts for free every day on his Ins- 
tagram live, something kicked in—his

“No Kid Hungry is a charity that has 
always been close to my heart, mainly 
because I was that kid,” says Calpito. 
“And with every blessing I’ve had in my 
life and with my career Tei can never forget 
who I was.” 

Born and raised in Waimanalo, a 
small town in Hawaii, Calpito “grew up 
very, very poor,’ he says. The oldest of 
four children, and the only child until 
he was about 10 years old, Calpito says 
he “had a different upbringing” from his 
two younger sisters and little brother. 

“My mom was 16 when she had me, 
near 17, and my dad was 18,” explains 
Calpito. “It was just a different life, grow- 
ing up on food stamps and very religious 
and sort of machismo island life,” recalls 
Calpito.

How is the new Torch’d Shoppe 
doing? 

It’s been doing so fabulously well. ... 
Tm really grateful ... every sale of not 
only my classes but a portion of the 
shop goes to support the Children’s 
Museum in Bridge and seven local 
charities that deal with abuse preven- 
tion and mental health and after school 
care and food pantries.

How lo 
Maintain 
Hardwood 
Floors 


Haw floors have long been, 
sought after by home buyers. 

In its 2019 Remodeling Impact 
Report, the National Association 
of Realtors revealed that new wood 
flooring was the fourth most popular 
project to attract buyers. Of course, 
hardwood floors aren’t just for buy- 
ers. Homeowners who already have 
hardwood floors know just how im- 
pressive these floors can be, espe- 
cially when they’re well maintained. 

“Floors have a big impact on the 
character and feel of your rooms,” 
Hampton Bays-based JEO Flooring 
says on its website. “They can be rich 
and dark in tone, or light and airy, to 
match your style and decor.” 

Maintaining wood floors is not nec- 
essarily as straightforward as it may 
seem, and homeowners may benefit 
from a tutorial on how to keep the 
floors under their feet looking good. 

To polish or not to polish? 

Polishing floors is an inexpensive 
way to keep them looking good. But 
the home improvement experts at 
BobVila.com note that not all floors 
can be polished, and determining 
which ones can depends on the fin- 
ish. Floors with waterproof barriers 
such as urethane will benefit from 
routine polishing. However, floors 
with penetrating finishes like tung 
oil will need to be waxed rather than 
polished. 

What finish is on the floor? 

The Hardwood Distributor’s As- 
sociation recommends a simple way 
for homeowners to determine which 
type of finish is on their hardwood 
floors. Homeowners are advised to 
rub a finger across the floor. If no 


smudge appears, then the floor is’ 


surface sealed. If a smudge is created, 


then the floor has been treated with a 
penetrating seal. 

“There are many types of coatings 
to choose from, depending upon your 
needs and uses,” JEO says. 

The HDA also notes that recently 
installed wood floors are likely sur- 
face sealed. 

How often should floors be 
polished or waxed? 

Wood flooring professionals rec- 
ommend polishing floors that can 
be polished once every few months. 
Waxing wood floors does not need to 
be done as frequently, and most can 
benefit from a fresh coat of wax every 
12 to 18 months. 

What can I do on a daily basis? 

Some simple tricks and daily main- 
tenance can help wood floors retain 
their impressive look. 

Utilize floor mats. The HDA notes 


that floor mats near entryways can. 


reduce the time it takes to clean 
hardwood floors and reduce the wear 
and tear they endure. For example, 
tiny particles like dirt can scratch 
the floor and contribute to the kind 
of minor damage that adds up to 
significant scarring over time. Floor 
mats near entryways ensure most of 
that dirt never makes it to the wood 
floors. 


Vacuum without a beater bar. Some 


vacuums contain beater bars, which 
are designed to pick up human hair, 
dog hair and other things that con- 
ventional vacuums may not be able 
to pick up. The HDA advises vacuum- 
ing without the beater bar, as it can 
contribute to small scratches in the 
floor. Sweeping with a high-quality 
broom or microfiber cloth is another 
way to pick up dirt without damaging 
floors.

Use manufacturer-recommended 
cleaning products. Local home im- 
provement stores sell a plethora of 


-hardwood floor cleaning products, 


but the HDA notes that many floor- 
ing manufacturers now sell their own 
hardwood floor cleaners designed 
specifically for their floors. These 
products are likely a homeowner’s 
best bet. : 


Homeowners who can’t find them 
can seek recommendations from a lo- 
cal flooring retailer. Hardwood floors 
are attractive for many reasons. And 
they look even more stunning, and 
last much longer, when homeowners 
make an effort to maintain them. 


“The most beautiful homes have -

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Margo Catsimatidis

argo Catsimatidis is among the 

most recognizable women in the 
New York City and East End power 
landscape. A_ballerina-turned-busi- 
ness and philanthropy leader, Catsi- 
matidis has cemented a legacy of in- 
fluence that is known among many of 
our region’s most powerful, and plays 
an intangible role in the success of her 
husband, John, and the Catsimatidis 
family’s company, Red Apple Group. 

Born in Indiana, Margo Catsima- 
tidis’s first passion was the perform- 
ing arts. Beginning in her early years, 
Catsimatidis’s creative spirit drove a 
successful early career in dance. By 
age 12, she was lauded by the dance 
community, and was invited to em- 
brace her Eastern European roots at 
the internationally-renowned Bolshoi 
Ballet—the youngest dancer ever to 
be invited to perform at the hallowed 
program in America. 

“I grew up in Indianapolis, but since 
I was 12, I always dreamed of coming 
to New York. Though, I had to wait 
until I was good enough at ballet to do 
that. So, the first time that the Bolshoi 
Ballet came to the United States, they 
came to Indianapolis, and I was cho- 
sen to dance with them. It was one of 
the biggest thrills of my life and they 
were wonderful, so it gave me an op- 
portunity and a hope that I could 
make it anywhere,” says Catsimatidis. 

In her teen years, as a life of dance 
began to flourish, she set her sights on 
New York City—the mecca of the per- 
forming arts. With her focus on the 
big city, she ventured from Indianapo- 
lis, Indiana to the Big Apple in 1971, in 
pursuit of her dream. 

“I started ballet about 9 years old 
with my sister, who was 8. My mother 
put me in ballet and I learned how to 
dance. We went from the ‘back of the 
room, to the ‘front of the room, and 
then the ‘Vondersaar Sisters,’ as they 
called us, came to New York. My sister 
came to New York at 14 and a half, and 
I came at 16 and a half, with a hun- 
dred dollars in my pocket, and I felt 
like nothing could stop me,” Catsima- 
tidis continues. 

Shortly thereafter, though, her 
ballet career was cut short due to a 
dance-related injury. But in the face of 
adversity, her ambition and creative 


talent brought her acclaim in the the- 
ater and became the cornerstone of an 
illustrious career to come. 

“I was recuperating, at the time, 
from a knee injury so I could not per- 
form. I learned of this guy who opened 
a supermarket near where I lived, and 
I went in to get a job until I could heal. 
I was told that they were looking for 
people to work in the office, and I went 
for an interview and I got the job—it 


was a guy named John Catsimatidis: 


who I would end up working for,” she 
says. 

It was then that Margo Catsimatidis 
would begin a professional endeavor 
that would shape her life and future. 
Serving as the first secretary to the 
Owner of Red Apple Supermarkets, 
she would soon meet the love of her 
life and her now-husband of over 40 
years, John. 

“John was the chief cook, and bottle 
washer—he did everything at the time. 
I ended up loving business so much, 
I would work 90 hours a week. I was 
like a sponge, it was amazing to learn 
and watch John—and he’s still amaz- 
ing to this day,” says Catsimatidis. 

John and Margo then began to build 
an empire that today extends to sev- 
eral different industries, including 
supermarkets, oil refineries and as- 
sets, gas stations, real estate and me- 
dia, all beneath the Red Apple Group 
corporation. 

In the over four decades since her 


first position with Red Apple, Catsi- 


matidis has been featured and profiled 
by countless high-profile publications, 
been recognized by organizations 
ranging from the Greek Orthodox 
Church of America to the Bowery Mis- 
sion Society. Most recently, she was 
interviewed about her life and success 
by renowned columnist and writer, 
Cindy Adams, while on the airwaves 
of 77 WABC Radio—a station which is 
a subsidiary of Red Apple Group. 

Catsimatidis’s contributions to New 
York City and the East End have been 
many and varied. Spending much time 
at their home in East Quogue, Catsi- 
matidis leads a variety of charitable 
endeavors which expand opportuni- 
ties, support underserved communi- 
ties, advocate on behalf of awareness 
and support law enforcement. 

To name a few causes near to her 
heart, Catsimatidis is the vice chair

of the Hellenic Times Scholarship 
Fund, a member of the Executive 
Committee of the New York Police 
Athletic League, on the board of the 
Parkinson’s Disease Foundation and 


the Alzheimer’s Association and— 


perhaps most notable to her ethnicity 
and family origins—a board member 
of the Russian Heritage Foundation. 

Catsimatidis received the coveted 
Ellis Island Medal of Honor in 2000, 
for her work in heritage preservation. 

Her family’s remarkable venture to 
the United States is, in many ways, 
the seed of her willingness to give 
back. 


“My mother was from Poland, my — 


grandmother was from Russia, and 
my grandfather was from the Ukraine. 


My father was an Army Intelligence 


Officer, and found my mother and 
grandparents in a _ concentration 
camp in Krakow. He rescued them 
and brought them to America, to In- 
dianapolis, where I was born. 

“My father had saved a four-star 
general’s life, so my mother and 
grandmother were given passage 
to come to America. They worked 
very hard, were very grateful, and 
they loved America. The freedoms 
we are blessed with—we all worked 
very hard,” she says of her family’s 
background. 


~ But their generosity, Catsimati- 
dis adds, also comes from their own 
struggles, humble beginnings and hu- 
mility—as well as the belief that oth- 
ers can rise the way the Catsimatidis 
have. 

“John grew up poor in Harlem. I 
grew up poor in Indiana. So, we un- 
derstand what it is to struggle, do bet- 
ter and then help people. That’s what 
we are about, always—helping people 
and getting better. 

“In so far as the business, we are 
always thinking, ‘How many jobs did 


“we save?’ or ‘How many jobs did we 


create?’ We are about making a differ- 


ence in people’s lives, so that is what - 


we care about most,” she says. 

When asked about her love of the 
Hamptons, Catsimatidis says, the 
community is the best part of living 
here. 

“The Hamptons brings people to- 
gether. The natural beauty here, the 
way of life, it is embraced by us all— 
which makes us all realize how much 
we have in common. It’s a lovely place 
where there is a spirited and mutual 
love for the East End, that we are all 
fortunate to be a part of,” Catsimatidis 
concludes.
